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Gas works make traffic 
problems 'unavoidable'

TRAFFIC problems are 
set to worsen, and will last 
until Easter next year, as 
crucial works begin to up¬ 
grade the town’s gas sup¬ 
ply. 

Scaffolding at the town 
hall will be removed at the 
end of this month but a 
£400,000 project to re¬ 
place existing metal gas 
mains with polyethylene 
pipe will see road closures 
and diversions in place 
until April 2012. 

Southern Gas Networks 
(SGN), who will be carry¬ 
ing out the work, con¬ 
tacted Bridport residents 
last month to inform them 
of the plans. 

The first phase of the 
work in South Street has 
already begun with work¬ 
men using two-way traffic 
signals and parking re¬ 
strictions to control traffic. 

Phase one will be com¬ 
pleted on Friday, Decem¬ 
ber 2nd, when work will 
stop for the Christmas pe- 
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riod, but will resume on 
Monday, January 9th. 

In January work will 
begin at the top of South 
Street with a one way road 
closure in place initially 
but changing to a full road 
closure as work pro¬ 
gresses. 

The full road closure 
will be maintained as 
phase three of the works 
begins in East Street, with 
the project planned to fin¬ 
ish at Barrack Street in 
Easter 2012. 

Leader of the town coun¬ 
cil, Councillor Martin 
Ray, said that he believes 
the town’s traffic prob¬ 
lems will get worse but 
admits that the work was 
unavoidable. 

“It’s an unfortunate real¬ 
ity but we have got to put 
up with it,” he said. 
“There is nothing the 
town, district or county 
council can do about it, 
they have a statutory right 
to dig up holes if they 
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think there is a risk of a 
gas leak, of course they do 
and they are doing it prop¬ 
erly by offering businesses 
a compensation package if 
they are affected. 

“The last thing we want 
is large yardage of roads 
blowing up. It’s going to 
be a pain in the neck but 
we will do the best we can 
to get round it. 

“It’s going to be chaos 
but we will do our best to 
minimise it, it’s not the 
end of the world. 

“By Easter we will have 
everything done and we 
can look forward to a busy 
summer, the Olympics and 
the Spirit of Bridport Fes¬ 
tival.” 

Town Councillor Karl 
Wallace agreed that works 
were unavoidable but had 
concerns over the timing. 
“It is essential works but 
it’s a shame that it could- 
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n’t have been carried out 
at the same time as the 
town hall development,” 
he said. 

“It’s going to be carrying 
on after the town hall 
work and I do worry about 
the lack of co-ordination 
between services. It is in¬ 
convenient and traffic 
problems are going to get 
a lot worse before they get 
better. There is very little 
we can do about it, we just 
have to put up with it but I 
really do hope they have 
communicated with other 
utility services.” 

Bridport Town Surveyor 
Daryl Chambers said the 
work was crucial. “There 
is not a lot we can do 
about it. These are essen¬ 
tial works, the gas main is 


leaking, they have been 
drilling it to let it breathe 
for over a year now so 
these are crucial works,” 
he added. “It will cause 
some disruption of course 
but it has to be done.” 

In a letter to Bridport 
residents, Construction 
Manager for SGN, Colin 
Horne, said: “I would like 
to apologise for any incon¬ 
venience that may be 
caused by our work. We 
understand that people can 
get frustrated by road 
works; however, the new 
plastic pipe has a mini¬ 
mum lifespan of 80 years. 
This means that when the 
work is complete, people 
will continue to enjoy the 
benefits of a safe and reli¬ 
able gas supply for years 
to come.”

ZUMBA loving dairy farmer Nicola Harris-Jarvis 
has been a Health and Exercise Manager at the 
Bridport Leisure Centre for two years. 

After not fulfilling her childhood dream of be¬ 
coming a dancer Nicola decided the next best 
thing would be to work in the fitness industry, 
where she still gets to enjoy her passion by lead¬ 
ing classes such as Zumba and aerobics. 

Outside of work, Nicola and her husband John 
run a dairy herd at their Long Bredy home. Row- 
den Farm. 

Nicola and John live on the farm with their two 
children, 18-year-old Sabrina, who is studying at 
Kingston Maurwood College and 12-year-old 
Lewis, who is at the Sir John Colfox School. 


■ WHAT first got you interested in health and fit¬ 
ness? 

As a child I was a gymnast and a dancer and I was al¬ 
ways active. I wanted to be a dancer mainly but that is 
difficult to get into so when I left school, I started off 
on a YTS scheme, which was a bit like an apprentice¬ 
ship scheme. I started at Honiton Sports Centre and I 
got qualifications like my gynmnastics coaching award 
there. Because of my dancing background I wanted to 
do a bit of that as well so I then became an aerobics in¬ 
structor which is the next best thing I suppose. 

■ WHAT are your favourite classes to run at the 
leisure centre? 

Zumba is brilliant. It's a dance class but it's fitness as 
well and it's great fun. I like teaching aerobics as well 
and working in the gym. I really enjoy it when someone 
comes into the gym and they want an exercise pro¬ 
gram to get fit or lose weight, I enjoy helping them be¬ 
cause I'm giving them the knowledge I have and 
helping them to reach their goals. 

■ HOW do you think we should tackle the rising 
obesity issue? 

I think its down to people not being aware of the health 
issues that surround being overweight, people need to 
be educated. Even though more people are now be¬ 
coming active there are people that see it as too much 
like hard work. For the younger generation there are a 
lot of distractions now, like computer games, which 
stop kids from getting out and doing more. I think the 
message is slowly getting out but there is still a long 
way to go. 

■ ARE the gym and exercise classes suitable for all 
fitness levels? 

They are open to everyone, we get all sorts of ages and 
abilities. Its not just for people who are really fit already, 
we get the older and the younger generations, it's a 



mixed group of people. 

■ WHAT would be your three top tips for staying in 
shape? 

Keep active as much as you can, get out and walk 
about. Come to the gym and see how it is. It's not how 
you think, i'ts completely different, everyone's really 
friendly and there to help you achieve your goals and 
just keep active really, even if it's just walking down the 
street or riding your bike to work, anything is better 
than nothing, just do a little bit each day. 
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■ THE nights are getting longer now, is it harder to 
keep fit in the winter? 

The dark nights can make it harder. Once you get home 
from work or college it's easy to sit down and stay there, 
but there are so many activities here at the leisure cen¬ 
tre, there is something for everybody. The gym might 
not be for you, but you might like to go swimming. 
There are lots of clubs and fitness classes as well, there's 
something for everyone. 

■ HOW did you become a dairy farmer? 

My husband John has always worked on farms since he 
was at school, his father was a herdsman and he used 
to help him.Then ten years ago we decided we wanted 
to do it for ourselves. We were living in Honiton at the 
time and so we sold our house, bought cows and 
started our business down in Devon, where we grew 
our herd and then moved up to Dorset. 

■ HOW is the herd doing now? 

We've just sold our cows now because we are going to 
have a break to visit John's brother who is a dairy farmer 
in New Zealand. We are going to go over there for seven 
weeks and see how he does it and I'm going to go over 
there and see how their fitness industry differs and see 
if I can bring anything back. 

■ WHAT was the last film you watched, book you 
read and CD you listened to? 

The last film I watched was the final Harry Potter, we've 
followed the films all the way through. I don't really read 
books, mainly fitness magazines and farming maga¬ 
zines. The last CD I listened to would have been one of 
my Zumba CDs, I'm always listening to my Zumba music 
to get inspiration for my classes.

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Funding boost saves'Aspire'project 


A FUNDING boost of £9,258 has helped 
save a leading Bridport skills training 
project that was just weeks from closure. 

The “Aspire” project, run by Bridport 
Local Area Skills Training (BLAST), has 
supported more than 40 young people 
into work in its 18-month existence. 

Despite this, in July, BLAST members 
raised concerns that the Aspire project 
could fold within two months if further 
funding wasn’t found. 

Since then Dorset County Council’s 
Adult Learning has given a commission 
of £9,258 to the project which will allow 
work to continue with those not in edu¬ 
cation, employment or training (NEETS) 
specifically targeting the those 19-years- 
old and over. 

“Adult Learning has been a staunch 
supporter of BLAST since its inception 
over three years ago,” said BLAST 
Chairman, Arthur Woodgate. “This com¬ 
mission, the first BLAST has sought and 
achieved, is a recognition of the success 
of the Aspire Project. 

“Aspire targets the most disadvantaged 
in our community, and has done so for 
over eighteen months. During this time 
more than 40 young people aged between 
16 and 23 have been supported into edu¬ 
cation, training and employment.” 

Mr Woodgate pointed out that the threat 
to this work came at the same time as 
successful funding bids, worth hundreds 
of thousand of pounds, were being put to¬ 
wards the establishment of two further 
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skills training centres in the area within 
the next few months. 

“We have been able to achieve much 
through our very positive relationships 
with training providers within the West 
Dorset Learning Partnership, which we 
were instrumental in establishing,” said 
Mr Woodgate. 

“We are very pleased to say that is 
through these partnerships that the work 
of Charlotte Storey, the excellent Co-or¬ 
dinator of the Aspire Project, is able to be 
maintained and to expand.” 

Also fully aware of this success, 
BLAST partners and national training 
providers Nacro have provided funding 
to enable work with the 16 to 18-year-old 
age group to continue. 

“This is very welcome,” said Mr 
Woodgate, “but whereas the Adult Learn¬ 
ing funding is for a full academic year, 
Nacro have been able to commit to a far 
shorter period. “We are therefore seeking 
further funding to allow this essential 
work to develop further. We are looking 
at a national, and therefore a local situa¬ 
tion where the number of young NEETS 
is increasing dramatically. We don’t have 
all the answers - nobody has all the an¬ 
swers - but I think we’ve been able to 
prove that we can help some young peo¬ 
ple find some very positive answers for 
themselves.”

New waste management facility approved 


PLANS to build a new waste management facility at 
Broomhills have been given the green light by Dorset 
County Council. 

Councillors considered the findings of a report as¬ 
sessing Broomhills’ suitability for a household recy¬ 
cling centre and waste transfer station on Wednesday 
of last week. 

The cabinet unanimously supported the report and 
agreed the Dorset Waste Partnership should now un¬ 
dertake detailed design work to progress with a plan¬ 
ning application for Broomhills. 

Actual development costs will be fully assessed as 
part of this work but preliminary estimates indicate it 
could be around £8million. 

Supporting the Highways Agency’s and the county 
council’s highways officers’ preferred junction 
arrangement, it was also agreed that traffic signals 
should be installed to provide access to the site and ne¬ 
gotiations with the landowner to purchase an option 
on the land will also be concluded. 

Despite a decision on the site finally being made the 
facility is not planned to be operational until summer 
2014, with planning consent at the current Household 
Recycling Centre (HRC) set to run out in March 2013. 

If the planning consent at the HRC cannot be ex¬ 
tended for a seventh time then residents could be left 
without a waste site for over a year. 

Bridport Town Councillor Karl Wallace believes, 
with this in mind, pressure is being put on the public 
to accept the decision as final. 

“I appreciate it needs to go somewhere but I truly be¬ 
lieve the DCC have made an error here,” he said. 

“The trouble is if we push and say no to this site then 
we’re running out of time to find somewhere else. 

“A shotgun is being held to Bridport’s head, we ei¬ 
ther accept this or face going to Crewkeme or Wey¬ 
mouth with our waste.” 


Dorset County Council’s Cabinet member for the en¬ 
vironment Robert Gould said the time had come to 
move forward with the project. “This is a long running 
and complex issue but the time has come to move for¬ 
ward,” he said. “It is not just about saving money but 
also about the environmental benefits - improving our 
recycling rate and significantly reducing the number 
of heavy vehicles movements in the west. 

“Broomhills is not perfect but we’ve assessed all po¬ 
tential sites, and the DWP is unanimously agreed it is 
the most suitable site and the best way forward, so we 
need to press ahead with a planning application. 

“I understand the concerns some residents have 
about the impact on traffic, but the evidence shows we 
can manage this by providing a signalised junction. A 
waste transfer station will not generate much addi¬ 
tional traffic, as many of them are already taking 
place.” 

Dorset Waste Partnership Director Steve Burdis 
added: “A new waste management centre in Bridport 
is essential for the future development of waste serv¬ 
ices in the west of the county. Not only for the long 



term provision of a household recycling centre in the 
area but also because taking waste to Wareham in re¬ 
fuse collection vehicles is simply not sustainable or 
environmental best practice. We are committed to 
helping deliver a new site and are confident 
Broomhills is the right site to progress. 

“I appreciate that residents feel strongly about where 
the facility should go and as a result pubic information 
days about the proposed scheme will be held before a 
planning application is submitted. People will also be 
able to formally comment during the planning appli¬ 
cation process.” 

The provisional timetable of work to progress with 
a waste management facility is as follows: 

• Public information days and exhibition - spring 
2012 

• Detailed design and planning application - autumn

Exciting times for free schools 


S ILLY season was 
turned on its head this 
year with politicians 
and press alike having 
plenty of hard hitting events 
to contemplate over the 
summer. 

The riots brought MPs 
scuttling back to Westmin¬ 
ster in the middle of August, 
and the aftermath - together 
with Libya and the state of 
the world economy - were 
at the forefront of many 
MPs minds as they returned 
to Parliament after recess. 

However, alongside the re¬ 
turn to the House of Com¬ 
mons, there was another 
return to normality - made 
by our nation’s school chil¬ 
dren and teachers. 

Like teachers, MPs (and in 
particular ministers) do a lot 
more during the summer than most people imagine. 
But, like school children, they return to the start of 
term in a spirit of anticipation. 

For one set of children, in particular, there will 
have been the excitement of taking their first step 
into one of the 24 brand new free schools now dot¬ 
ted around our nation. 

Free schools are a key part of the current educa¬ 
tion reforms which seek to raise educational stan¬ 
dards in places that are less well endowed with 
good schools than West Dorset. They are state 
funded and can be set up by a range of different 


groups, from parents to char¬ 
ities. 

Rather than being run by 
councils or politicians, free 
schools are run by the very 
teachers that work in them. 
They have a considerable 
amount of freedom, such as 
how they spend the school’s 
money and the curriculum, 
enabling them to create a 
learning environment which 
suits the needs of their local 
community. 

The aim is to give parents 
from all backgrounds a choice 
over the type of school they 
send their children to. Being 
non-selective and with half of 
the 24 new schools in de¬ 
prived areas, children from all 
backgrounds are able to ac¬ 
cess what free schools offer. 

Although there are precedents both in Scandi¬ 
navia and in America, this is a bold new venture for 
England. 

It has certainly caused a lot of discussion as West¬ 
minster starts up again, and I have no doubt it will 
continue to be discussed vigorously at the forth¬ 
coming party conferences. 

But, whatever the interest and anticipation in po¬ 
litical circles, the start of a new term in a new 
school of a new kind must be much more exciting 
for the pupils, parents and teachers involved in the 
free schools themselves.

A WEST Bay pensioner 
has said it was lucky no 
one was injured after 
stormy weather ripped the 
roof off his conservatory. 

Bernie Andrews said that 
strong winds early last 
week were the worst he 
had experienced in 12 
years at West Bay and is 
warning other residents to 
be aware of the dangers 
high winds can pose. 

Mr Andrews said: “I have 
lived here for 12 years and 
this is the first time any¬ 
thing like this has hap¬ 
pened. We get strong 
winds up here because we 
are rather high but never as 
strong as it was on Monday 
night, Tuesday morning. 

“I first heard the noise at 
about 7:40am on Tuesday 
morning. I heard this rip¬ 
ping noise that was so loud 
it woke me up, I looked out 
the window and I could see 
daylight out of the top of 
my conservatory. 

“I knew either the con¬ 
servatory or the roof had 
gone because it was one 
hell of a noise. I jumped 
out of bed and went to see 
what I could do. It was 
raining and things were 
getting wet inside the con¬ 
servatory so I had to get 
everything out quickly. 


The wind was blowing it 
about all over the place.” 

Later in the day when 
looking for parts from his 
conservatory, Mr Andrews 
discover that part of the 
roof had been blown 150 
yards over his roof, across 
the street and into the back 
garden of a nearby prop¬ 
erty. 

Mr Andrews also discov¬ 
ered a metal bar, which 
had been bent out of shape, 
across the road in the front 
garden of another property. 

“These bits have gone 
over my roof, across the 
road, over his roof and into 
his back garden. You are 


probably looking at 150 
yards that the wind has 
taken all these pieces, its 
unbelievable,” said Mr An¬ 
drews. 

“The way its bent that 
metal, I can’t believe it. It’s 
very lucky that it never hit 
anyone, if that piece of 
metal had hit anybody it 
could have done some se¬ 
rious damage and if it hit 
somebody’s window it 
would have smashed it in. 

“ I just want to let people 
know that winds in this 
part of the world can be 
that strong and to keep an 
eye on your outbuildings.”

Some of the top award winners were Denhay Farms 
who claimed eight gold and one silver award and Forest 
Products who had two gold and four bronze awards to 
add to their 13 silver prizes. 

The annual awards celebrate “the very best of every¬ 
thing scrumptious and delicious from West Country pro¬ 
ducers,” and the Taste of the West logo has become a 
benchmark for independently proven fine food and drink.

Following a publicity campaign in autumn 2010, businesses ranging from cob¬ 
blers to tailors to sewing machine repair shops put themselves forward to be 
interviewed by the researchers and have their workshops recorded by photog¬ 
rapher Steven Bond. 

The beautiful and evocative photographs taken for the project will be on dis¬ 
play in the foyer and cafe galleries at Bridport Arts Centre, from September 24th 
to October 15th. 

There is a preview on Friday, September 23rd at 6pm, to which all are welcome, 
where there will be a discussion about the value of these small independent 
businesses to our communities, with the project team and some of the shop¬ 
keepers involved. 

Dr Caitlin DeSilvey, a geographer based at the University of Exeter's Cornwall 
Campus, said:"The business of'making and mending'is seen by many as a dying 
art, but our research shows a wealth of expertise and ingenuity in the South 
West. We've been pleased by the positive response from shops and their cus¬ 
tomers, and are very grateful to everyone who has helped so far. 

"We've also been touched by the pride people take in this work and the valued 
role these businesses have in their communities. People entrust these shops 
with their most treasured possessions, from a favourite pair of slippers to a valu¬ 
able family heirloom, and workers often put in extra time and care to help mend 
a special object." 

The project will run until summer 2012 and the research team is still looking 
for shops to get involved. At this stage, the team is particularly keen to include 
businesses that repair cameras, radios, furniture and small electrical appliances.

Bank (SWIB) based in Plymouth, which is a partner in the study. The research 
project is funded by the Arts and Humanities Research Council (AHRC).

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I've heard it's dotting Hill by The Sea' 

Tom Glover talks to top comedian Jo Caulfield ahead of her first visit to Bridport 


Your show is a "Tour Of Towns I've Heard Of But Never 
Been To" what have you heard about Bridport? 

To be honest - I know very little about Bridport. I've 
seen it on Location, Location, Location. I know PJ.Har¬ 
vey was born there. And several people from Bridport 
who follow me on Twitter have told me its nicknamed 
Notting Hill by The Sea. So I'm expecting to see a lot of 
hippy-ish looking men on the beach, flying kites while 
talking very LOUDLY on Blackberrys. 

What can people expect to see from your show? 

One review called the show a "celebration of anger". I 
liked that. 

This is a show I'm really proud of, there's a lot in it: my 
thoughts on relationships, dating, sex, my husband, my 
Irish mother, advice on how to deal with irritating peo¬ 
ple, bad service, international terrorism, celebrity per¬ 
fumes, reality TV, kids bedtime stories. 

And I don't mind showing what an idiot I can be. I've 
always done something stupid that I can share with the 
audience. I've got a ridiculous story of going to dinner 
with two complete strangers because I mistakenly 
thought I knew them. To add insult to injury I paid for 
the dinner. 

There's even a game and a special audience interac¬ 
tion piece at the end. 

Why did you decide to take up comedy in your 30s? 

I fell into it! 

I went to see a friend do a 5 minute openspot at the 
Comedy Store, and even though he died on his arse I 
was hooked. The next day I went through Time Out 
Magazine, where all the comedy club were listed, and 
booked myself into a couple of open spots. 

I had no idea how to write jokes. I just scribbled down 
half a dozen things I'd said that made friends laugh. 

My first gig was a New Act competition at The Com¬ 
edy Cafe, Old St, London. Before the show I was so nerv¬ 
ous I ended up getting drunk. I have no idea what I said 
onstage. I don't even remember being on stage. But I 
won the competition. 



That makes me sound like I'm a natural. I wasn't. I was 
dreadful - but I must have been slightly less dreadful 
than everyone else on the bill that night. 

To be honest I knew so little about comedy I was 
under the delusion I was quite good, so I kept 
going. The truth is I wasn't even good enough to 
know how bad I was. 

That's what happens in the beginning. At 
first your excitement and enthusiasm can 
win over an audience. It's like any job; they 
let you off for a while because you're new 
but eventually they get pissed off that you 
still don't know what you're doing. 

A couple of months later another 
standup advised me that regular comper¬ 
ing was one of the best ways to im¬ 
prove as a comic, so I saved my 
'waitressing tips', bought a 
cheap microphone & a 
small amplifier and 
opened my own com¬ 
edy club in the base¬ 
ment of a bar in North 
London. 

Do you wish you had 
entered the indus¬ 
try earlier? 

No. Comedians 
need 'life experi¬ 
ence'before they 
can stand on 
stage and give 
their views. I'm 
not interested in 
'little boy' co¬ 
medians or their 
jokes about 
playing with an X- 
Box. 


I read that you gave yourself a two-year deadline to 
make a success of comedy, when did you realise it was 

something you could really make a go of? 

When the phone started ringing. I used to 
spend a couple of hours every day 
ringing round comedy clubs trying 
to get some work. Then one day 
there was a reversal and the clubs 
started phoning me. 

I remember getting booked for 
a show in Sheffield. I kept think¬ 
ing, "What? You're paying ME to 
go all the way to Sheffield? Why 
would you do that? Are you 
mental?" 

Do you think its tougher trying 
L to make it as a female comic? 

When new female comics ask 
me that question I always say: 
Just work on being as funny 
and original as you can. Don’t 
think about the female thing- 
you’re a woman, that’s not 
going to change. 

And try not to dress too 
provocatively, it distracts from 
the comedy. 

Do you have any stories from 
horror gigs? 

On tour I set myself a challenge 
to try and write material spe¬ 
cific to the town I'm in. I like ex¬ 
ploring the town and pointing 
out to the locals things I've no¬ 
ticed about their High Street. It's 
great when I can talk about a 
pub or a shop and the whole au¬ 
dience knows it intimately. I did a 
show in Ipswich last year and told 


a true story about the bad service I'd received that af¬ 
ternoon in a local cafe. It turned out the man who 
owned the cafe was sitting in the audience and the 
grumpy waitress, who I'd slagged off, turned out to be 
his daughter! Luckily he agreed with me that she was a 
terrible waitress. 

You're a regular TV and radio show panelist, what are 

your favourite shows to work on? 

"Have I Got News ForYou"on TV, because Ian Hislop and 
Paul Merton are really nice people, and "Hot Gossip"on 
the radio because Claudia Winkleman is brilliant com¬ 
pany. 

What's your opinion on the exposure comedy is get¬ 
ting in the mainstream at the moment? 

Love it! Every time I appear on Michael McIntyre's Com¬ 
edy Roadshow or Mock The Week I get more people 
coming to see my LIVE shows. 

The only thing I would change is I'd let the comedians 
do what they do onstage. There's a lot of shows where 
the producer will say, "Can you drop that routine? And 
change that word. And don't say anything that will of¬ 
fend anyone" -1 just think, Well why did you book me? 

What advice would you give to aspiring comics? 

Respect the Art of Stand-Up Comedy. Study comedy. 
Study the construction of jokes. No matter how much 
you respect your favorite comedian do NOT copy their 
mannerisms or speech patterns. Be yourself. Read my 
website: "Things I've Learned As A Comedian" -1 post 
tips and answer emails about Stand-Up Comedy.

TWO of the four local clubs had away fixtures on Sat¬ 
urday last, the first day of the Dorset Clubs' league 
season and a third, PUDDLETOWN, had no league 
fixture.

Superb Magpies hang on to clip Wings 



Dorchester Town 3 Welling United 2 - Att: 508 

MANAGER Ashley Vickers wielded the axe in an attempt 
to kick start his team's season and it brought reward 
with the Magpies hanging on in the second-half to deal 
league leaders Welling United their first defeat of the 
season. 

The Wings arrived at the Avenue Stadium undefeated, 
having won six of their opening seven games, whilst 
the Magpies languished near the bottom of the Blue 
Square South table with just two wins and six points 
from their six opening fixtures. 

Vickers after keeping faith with most of his season's 
starting 11 in the hope of a recovery, finally lost pa¬ 
tience with the side and made four changes from the 
team that went down to Sutton United the week be¬ 
fore. 

Simon Evans made way for debutant Alan Walker-Har- 
ris in goal, whilst Ryan Dovell and Jamie Gleeson were 
given starts in preference to Nick Crittenden and Ashley 
Nichols. Up front Rico Wilson led the attack in place of 
Ryan Moss. 

In one of the best first-halves seen at the Avenue Sta¬ 
dium for a long time, the only downside was an injury 
to skipper Mark Jermyn that saw him stretchered off 
just before the interval with a potential medial ligament 
injury. 

It was Jermyn who almost gave the Magpies the lead 
inside the first minute. Dovell robbed Wings captain 
Jack Parkinson after tracking him back to the edge of 
the Magpies penalty box before releasing Chris Flood 
down the right-hand side. 

Flood switched the ball inside and Jermyn thundered 
in a shot from the angle of the penalty box that had 
Wings"keeper Dan Thomas, who was on loan at Dorch¬ 
ester last season, diving full-length to save. 

Flood and Ben Dickenson were in irrepressible form 
down the flanks and when the latter went past Louis 
Fazakerley for the first time in many during the after¬ 
noon, his cross found Wilson who trapped the ball on 
his chest superbly before turning, but then shot tamely 
beyond the far post. 

Welling despite coming to town with such a reputa¬ 
tion were not in the game, and their defence was work¬ 
ing overtime as crosses from Neil Martin and Dickenson 
were hacked clear. 

The pressure finally told on 15 minutes when Fazak¬ 
erley, who had such a poor game he probably wished 
he had stayed on the coach, tugged Wilson back inside 
the penalty area, and Flood sent Thomas the wrong 
way from the spot. 

Dickenson went close four minutes later when his 
shot just cleared the angle of the goalframe after Wil¬ 
son had chested Gleeson's cross into his path. 

It wasn't until midway through the half that Welling 
worried the Magpies defence who had a lucky let off 
when Louis Cumbers fed the league's top-scorer Andy 
Pugh, but he got the ball stuck between his feet just 
yards from goal and Kyle Critchell cleared the danger. 

Dorchester increased their lead on 33 minutes when 
Fazakerley tried to direct a diagonal crossfield pass from 
Flood back to Thomas, but he did not get enough 
power on his header and Dickenson raced to bravely 
beatThomastothe ball and nod it over him and just in¬ 
side the near post. 


Walker-Harris who had started the game shakily by 
flapping at a cross, soon settled down, and after racing 
outside his area to powerfully head the ball clear, pro¬ 
duced a fantastic double save just a minute after the 
goal. First he parried Lee Clarke's shot away from close 
range before recovering to push away Cumbers follow¬ 
up volley. 

With every facet of the team working well, it was a 
blow when Jermyn was injured in a crunching tackle 
with Clarke that saw the midfielder carried off and re¬ 
placed by Moss. 

However the Magpies kept their shape to take a two 
goal half-time advantage, and started the second-half 
better than the first; Flood beating the offside trap 
within 14 seconds of the restart but firing woefully past 
the far post. 

Two minutes later Flood cut the ball back from the 
byeline where Wilson shielded it allowing Moss to thun¬ 
der a 20-yard shot goalwards that Thomas turned for a 
corner. 

The corner was cleared to Dickenson who dinked the 
ball into the goalmouth. Thomas jumping with Moss 
completely missed his punch and the striker headed 
the ball goalwards. 

Although Anthony Acheampong got back he missed 
his clearance under pressure from Gary Bowles who 
volleyed it home on the line to give Dorchester a 3-0 
lead. 

The hosts were to cherish that goal as Welling with 
the wind, that got stronger as the game went on, be¬ 
hind them, finally started to get in the game. 

Walker-Harris saved well at his near post from Loick 
Pires'angled drive almost immediately, before Clarke 
got in front of Nathan Walker to a cross, but his header 
just drifted over the bar with the keeper stranded. Pires 
then held off Martin before taking the ball on his chest 
and volleying over the top. 

The pressure told and the Wings pulled a goal back 
when Bowles could only clear the ball to the edge of 
the box following a goalmouth melee and Parkinson 
drove a low shot beyond Walker-Harris into the corner 
of the net. 

The pressure started to become relentless, but with 
every member of the Magpies fighting and chasing 
every ball they managed to keep Welling at bay. 

Hopes were raised of a penalty when Gleeson was put 
in by Wilson in a rare excursion upfield, and he fell 
under pressure from Ben Martin, but the referee quite 
rightly waved play on. 

Nerves began to jangle four minutes from time when 
Welling grabbed a second. Jack Obersteler's corner was 
headed back at the far post by Martin and Clarke poked 
the ball home from close range. 

There was one final chance for Dorchester in the five 
minutes added by the referee, but Crittenden's 30-yard 
free-kick just cleared the crossbar.

BRIDPORT produced a much improved performance 
from last week's FA Cup defeat at Horndean, but paid 
the penalty for missed chances when visitors Bristol 
Manor Farm hit them with two late goals.

visitors always looked dangerous. 

The Bees continued to hold the ascendency after the 
break and continued to dominate and created a num¬ 
ber of chances, the best falling to Sam Charles who took 
advantage of a poor back pass. However his shot lacked 
venom and Ballard was able to parry his first and his fol¬ 
low up shots. 

Then Richardson rose quickest to Wise's free-kick but 
could only direct his header straight at Ballard when ei¬ 
ther side would have brought a goal.

"It's a shame I'm going to lose him but 
I have to look at alternatives and he fully 
understood, and supported, my decision 
to drop him to the bench on Saturday to 
try something different. He wasn't 
dropped, he's a quality player. He will still 
be around and hopefully be able to play 
the odd game for the club if needed." 

Senior still has club captain Darren 
Lock to call on however. "Locky's making 
good progress and getting fit in the re¬ 
serves, playing in midfield. 

"He's close to getting back into the 
squad, and we also have Joe Charles 
who is now back from holiday and look¬ 
ing a good prospect."
